Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant requests to clarify a statement in the advisory action mailed 12 August 2010. The Examiner's response 
stated that "Meierhoefer calls for a polymer adapted for solvent bonding. " Since only Ding addresses solvent bonding. 
Applicant Questions whether this statement applies to Ding instead of Meierhoefer. To clarify, Examiner confirms that 
only Ding teaches the advantage of solvent bonding. 

Applicants assert that motivation is lacking to combine Meierhoefer and Itoh in view of Ding, for three reasons: 

1. The intermediate layer of Itoh is at most 0.3 mm (300 microns) thick (cols. 16-17, lines 65-5), and is not adapted 
for solvent bonding. Applicant reasons that partially dissolving this already thin layer would compromise the shape 
and integrity of a container. 

2. Each of Meierhoefer and Itoh call for molded or extruded containers that are formed by heat and physical changes. 
In other words, neither Meierhoefer nor Itoh reguire other bonding to form or seal the containers. Therefore solvent 
bonding is unnecessary and would not provide an advantage. 

3. Solvents that dissolve the polymers of Meierhoefer and Itoh are toxic, therefore one would not apply them to 
containers intended for delivering medications. 

Applicant intends to amend the independent claims for clarity and to submit arguments reflecting the lack of 
motivation to combine Meierhoefer and Itoh in view of Ding. Applicants' arguments are well-taken. Examiner advised 
Applicants to file responses along with any reguest for continued examination as reguired. .

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.
